Rudyard Kipling once said, 
“Them that asks no questions 
isn’t told a lie.” For some, it is a 
credo to live by. For the Rev. 
Jane Gould of Andover, however, 
it is not a philosophy she espous 
es, 

As the recently ordained Epis- 
copal chaplain at Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, Ms. 
Gould finds herself serving in a 
unique role, For one, she is the 
first full-time female Kpiscopal 
chaplain at any college or uni- 
versity in Boston or Cambridge. 
Secondly, as part of her duties as 
Kpiscopal chaplain, she has 
inherited the directorship of the 
MIT’s Technology and Culture 
forum, which, according to Ms. 
Gould, is “the only voice that 
raises a moral question about 
science and technology” at an 
institution best known for its sci- 
entific and technological disci- 
plines. 

Ms. Gould began her ministry 
at MIT on Aug. 1 and was official- 
ly instituted into her chaplaincy 
with a religious ceremony on 
Dec. 7. 

As director of the Technology 
and Culture Forum, she raises 
questions to stimulate dialogue 
about issues in science and tech- 
nology and their potential rami- 
fications on society. Some of the 
forum lectures she has been

involved with recently have 
included discussions about the 
atomic bomb as well as miscon- 
duct in research. 

“T absolutely believe I am 
where God calls for me at this 
moment,” said Ms. Gould. “The 
ordained ministry has allowed 
me to teach an awareness of jus- 
tice. It compels its leaders to be 
prophets and pastors, and for me, 
it’s very important that my life 
include the prophetic and the 
pastoral. This position allows me 
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to do everything that matters to me and to 
call it work.” 

It is a job at MIT that she assumed from 
the Rev. Scott Paradise, who retired last sum- 
mer after 16 years as Episcopal chaplain. 
Rev, Paradise, who grew up in Andover 
while his father served as a faculty member 
at Phillips Academy, was an articulate advo- 
cate for justice and a questioner, according 
to Ms. Gould. 

“At MIT, Scott was a prophet with ineredi- 
ble integrity, and for 16 years he spoke out on 
moral and ethical concerns within the insti- 
tute,” Ms. Gould noted. “His leadership 
allowed the Technology and Culture Forum 
to become institutionalized,” 

As one of her goals, she hopes to build on 
the foundation that Rev. Paradise and his 
predecessor, the Rev. John Crocker, laid as 
moral and ethical questioners, Likewise, she 
hopes other women will follow the course 
she is helping to set in the church. 

“The symbol of women in leadership roles 
is Important,” said Ms. Gould. “I hope that 
my role at MIT would help encourage more 
women to seek out positions of leadership in 


the (Episcopal) diocese.” 

Ms. Gould has enjoyed the early chal- 
lenges she has faced since beginning her 
ministry at the renowned Cambridge school. 

“It’s been great. MIT is definitely a new 
world for me,” Ms. Gould explained. “Even 
having gone to a university (Stanford Uni- 
versity) that is known for its scientific and 
technological pursuits, there is a difference 
between a university that teaches science 
and technology in a liberal arts setting and a 
technical institute. 

“MIT has an intensity of focus. It is striv- 
ing for perfection and to be the best. There is 
nothing wrong with being the best, but per- 
fection is not ours to achieve, and striving 
for it is generally debilitating because it can’t 
be achieved.” 

Yet the pressure for students to succeed at 
MIT can be damaging because of the unreal- 
istic expectations that are sometimes placed 
on them, 

It is here where she hopes to achieve 
another of her goals — broadening outreach 
at MIT, particularly to the undergraduates

But they don’t like the process 


By Don Staruk 

Neither state Rep. Gary Coon, R- 
Andover, nor Sen. John D, O’Brien 
Jr., D-Andover, like the way legisla- 
tors went about giving themselves a 
pay raise last week, but both will 
take the money, 

“Whatever the pay is set at for the 
job is what l’ll receive and accept,” 
Rep. Coon said last week, prior to 
Gov. Weld’s signing the wage pack- 
age, 

“T did vote in favor of the raise. I 
do think a raise after 12 years is mer- 
ited,” Sen. O’Brien said this week. 

Rep. Coon said he was against a 
lame-duck session of the Legislature 
voting the pay raise and that he had 
filed a bill that would have prevented 
it, 

“I voted against it,” Rep. Coon 
said. “Because | felt we should not be 
taking up this issue during a lame 
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duck session. I felt it would be better 
to wait until the next legislative ses- 
sion began, so we could get public 
input on this matter.” 

He also said he wasn’t sure about 
the amount of the raise, 


One of the reasons he was trying 
to delay the pay issue until the next 
session was so there would be time to 
discuss it and to look at the numbers 
to see what amount of raise was jus- 
tifiable. He said that, up until last 
week, he had spent more time on the 
process than the amount of the raise. 

“The level that it should be set at 
is something that | wanted more 
input on,” Rep. Coon said, 

There has not been a legislative 
raise since 1982, and he wanted to 
look at factors such as inflation, com- 
pensation in other states and 
changes in the cost of living. 


No deals 

Sen, O'Brien said he was not hap- 
py with the manner in which the 
raise was obtained if, as he said it 
appears, a deal was struck between 
the governor and the leaders of the 
Legislature, tying the pay raise to 
the capital gains tax cut, which was 
passed by the Legislature a day earli- 
er, 

“I don’t know if it was a direct 
deal, but I think it was pretty darn 
close,” Sen, O’Brien said. 

Legislators gave themselves a 55 
percent pay hike two weeks ago, Dec. 
2, boosting their pay from $30,000 to 
$46,400 a year, rushing a bill through 
the House and the Senate and 
putting it on Gov. Weld’s desk for a 
signature in just two days. 

But Gov. Weld then delayed sign- 
ing the bill until last Thursday, the 
day after legislators approved two 
tax-cutting measures he has been 
after for years, including the capital 
gains tax cut.

The School Building Committee has 


scheduled a rare Friday evening meeting for 


tomorrow at 6 to award the Andover High 
School construction contract. Although it 
planned to award the High School job Tues- 
day night, the committee again delayed 
action because the attorney general's office is 
ruling on a case involving a firm vying for 
the project’s electrical work. 

Thomas Urbelis, town counsel, told the 
committee Tuesday night that he expects the 
attorney general to make a ruling within the 
next 48 hours. The attorney general will 
either award the project’s electrical work to 
one of the two low-bidders or send the electri 
cal work back out to bid, according to David 
Croteau, High School architect. 

However, even after that ruling is made, 
the building project may still be bogged down 
by legal problems. 


Several days after the bid openings, Mr. 
Urbelis was provided with the documents 
from the low-bidding general contractor, 
Stone/Congress, a joint venture formed sole- 
ly for the High School project from Rhode 
Island’s The Stone Building Company and 
Danvers’ Congress Construction. The two 
companies have never worked together 
before, according to architects. 

Mr, Urbelis said that while the packet he 
received contained certificates of eligibility 
for each separate company, it did not contain 
the necessary paperwork for the joint ven- 
ture.

Sen. O’Brien will now 
earn $58,900 annually, 
including the $46,400. plus 
$7,500 he earns as chairman 
of the Senate’s Committee on 
Counties. Rep. Coon will 
earn the $46,400. 


Raise may be repealable 

Rep. Coon indieated last 
week that the governor only 
Signed the raise package 
once he knew it was not 
beyond recall, 

“Apparently he feels that the voters 
could repeal it,” Rep. Coon said Fri- 
day, 

One of the reasons the governor 
gave for delaying the pay-raise bill was 
that there was some question as to 
whether legislators had approved it in 
a manner that could not be repealed. 
As it turns out, the raise can be 
recalled through an initiative petition, 
but that will have to wait until the 1996 
ballot and it is a cumbersome process, 
Rep. Coon tried to stop the raise 

Rep. Coon co-filed an order Monday, 
Noy. 28, two days prior to Gov, Weld’s 
submitting the pay-raise bill, The bill 
would have prevented the Legislature 
from considering a raise until the next 
legislative session, which begins Jan. 
4. The order was filed along with Rep. 
Bruce Tarr, R-Gloucester. 

Currently, there is a rule that pre-

vents the Legislature from -v ting on a 
compensation bill from 30 cays prior 
to nomination papers being due for 
State elections until the election. Ri p 
Coon’s order would have extended that 
period through the end of the session 
Which in this case would be Jan. 3. It 
would have done away with 
the loophole that allows com 
pensation bills to be dealt 
with during that period after 
the elections and before the 
newly elected legislators take 
office, according to Rep Coon. 

“What I wanted to do was 
close that loophole so it 
couldn't be taken up during 
the lame duck session,” he 
said. 

But the House Committee 
on Rules held the change, 
despite a request to House 
Speaker Charles F. Flaherty, 
D-Cambridge, who also 
serves as chairman of the 
rules committee, to release it. 

While Rep. Coon’s order 
was tied up in committee. 
Where it can be held up to 10 
days, Gov. Weld’s bill was 
submitted, on Wednesday, 
Novy. 30. But instead of being 
held, the pay-raise bill was 
released from committee the 
next day, Thursday. Hearings 
were held on it Friday in the 
House and Senate, and it was 
approved the same day. The 
vote Was 120 to 81 in the House and 28 
to 7 in the Senate. 

“I got up to the floor and spoke 
against it,” Rep. Coon said. 

He also spoke in favor of an amend- 
ment proposed by Rep. Ed Teague, R- 
Yarmouth, to restore the pay to $30,000 
and institute a six-month legislative 
session instead of the year-long session 
that is now used. 

“T argued in favor of that,” Rep. 
Coon said. 

He said he feels the legislative busi- 
ness could be done in six months, 
rather than a year, and that it would 
have included a stipulation that legis- 
lators could be called back into session 
for emergencies. 

But the amendment failed and the 
pay raise bill passed. 


Sen. O’Brien said this week that, if 
done right, the job of a legislator is a 
full-time, year-round job.

The first night of the April ‘11 
Town Meeting this year, a majori 
ty of voters approved the total 
school operating budget of 
$24,422,042 for fiscal year 1995. 
Which began July 1, 1994, 

Within that figure, $4.1 million 
was allocated for the special-needs 
program, That’s 16.7 percent of the 
total school budget for the Chapter 766 
program. 

Expenditures for special needs are 
located in several parts of the overall 
school budget: administration, 
salaries, expenses such as contracted 
therapist services, evaluation, trans- 
portation and tuitions for students who 
attend schools out of town. 

The 600 special-needs students make 
up 11 percent of the Andover school 


population of 5,291 youngsters, as of 


Oct. 1, 1994, 
Out-of-town program: $1.2 million 

And, of the 600 special-needs chil- 
dren, 41 Andover students are educat 
ed out of town, almost 7 percent of the 
total special-needs students, and three- 
fourths of 1 percent of the total school 
population.

Residents want to see |}

For years, residents of the Gould 
Road area have been pushing for lights 
at the intersection of Gould Road and 
Route 125, but their renewed efforts in 
the wake of a crash that injured five 
Andover residents there last week may 
have paid off. 

“(Mass. Highway) Commissioner 
(Kevin) Sullivan has agreed to meet 
With me and John O’Brien and (town 
planning director) Steve Colyer on Dec. 
21 in his office,” Rep. Gary Coon, R- 
Andover, said last Friday. “So we do 
have a meeting set up to try and get 
some more satisfactory attention to 
this matter.” 

That will be welcome news to the 
areas residents. 

“We, as a neighborhood, have been 
working to try and get the state to 
address this situation,” Patricia Mar- 
vin, of 17 Mohawk Road, said last Fri- 
day. 

Ms. Marvin said the intersection 
had not been “a high priority with the 
State.” 

Ruth Weiner, of 3 Mohawk Road, 
who is organizing the residents’ 
efforts, said she has been making calls 
to state officials for six months, but had 
for the most part been put off. 

“We've been talking about this the 
18 or 19 years we've been living here,” 
Ms. Weiner said. “The accident the oth- 
er day certainly has propelled our 
efforts. We don’t want this to happen 
again.” 

Detlof Schoeppler and four 10-year- 
old Andover boys, including his son, 
were injured last week when their car, 
traveling west on Route 125, struck an 


empty school bus that had pulled out of 


Gould Road. The driver of the bus was 
cited for failure to use care in starting, 

Kurtis Green, of Lowell Junction 
Road, the most seriously injured of the 
children, was released from Mas- 
sachusetts General Hospital Sunday 
night. He suffered a ruptured spleen 
and will be taking it easy in hopes that 
the spleen can be saved, his mother, 
Linda Green, said Monday. 

“He's improving. He’s a lucky little 
boy. It could have been so much 
worse,” Ms. Green said,

Residents at Special Town Meeting 
last week approved spending $15,000 
as seed money to create a new pro- 
gram that will allow senior citizens 
those 60 and older — as well as any 
resident who is disabled, to perform 
community service in exchange for a 
break on their property tax bills. 

They will earn tax-credit vouchers 
by working in jobs at a rate of $5 an 
hour with a maximuin of $500 per 
household per year. The $15,000 
enables 80 residents to take full 
advantage of the vouchers, 

The jobs for senior citizens and 
disabled persons include tasks in the 
accounting department, the library, 
the schools or the senior center and 
possibly working in school lunch 
rooms or playgrounds. 

We think this is an excellent idea.

Unlisted phone numbers, annoying calls

Back in 1982, when I was cutting 
my teeth in my first job as the editor 
of a weekly newspaper, my publisher 
approached me one day when I was 
at the main office, preparing to go to 
press.

eit was a slow 
week, and I was sure my editorial 
that week would not draw any con- 
troversial letters. 

“You must have written about (his 
name), the one who is running for 
the Board of Selectmen, who has an 
unlisted number.” 

No, | hadn't thought to do that. 
Yes, | had written a news story about 


the man who didn’t have a listed 
phone number, who wanted to be a 
selectman, And yes, I had been savvy 
enough to ask him if he would now 
list his number, and when he 
answered, “No,” | had hung in there 
with, “Well, how is the public going 
to be able to reach you?” (There was 
no answer to that question.) 

I skipped the obvious next step: 
An editorial saying a public official 
is just that — a public official who 
needs to be as available as possible to 
the public. 

Now we have Andover Selectman 
James Barenboim, who has just 
switched to an unlisted number, And 
we have Selectman Jerry Silverman, 
Who has had an unlisted number 
ever since I've known him. He is a 
high school principal, and he says 
his number is unlisted because of his 
principalship, not because of his 
selectman position. 

School board member Susan Dal- 
ton also has an unlisted home num- 
ber. She gives out her law office as 
her number. Mr. Barenboim says he 
changed his number a few weeks ago 
because someone was phoning him 


My first reaction ~ really to all 
three unlisted numbers - was, you 
have to be available, even if you are 
harassed. 

Then I was sent two messages to 
make me think it through further. 
First: When I pushed my message 
button on my telephone answering 
machine at home one night that 
annoying and loud message came on: 
“Hang up and try again,” an operator 
who repeats herself four, five maybe 
even more times. And I guess that’s 
not harassment, but it sure is 
annoying. 

Next, I was telling my husband the 
story of the three unlisted town offi- 
cial phone numbers and he said. 
“Why don’t they just give out the 
number at town offices?” 

“Because they aren't ever there,” | 
responded, “They're only there when 
they are at a meeting, and they can’t 
talk on the phone then,” 

“Well, have someone at town 
offices relay the message to the 
caller,” said my husband, whose 1Q 
obviously is higher than mine.

But Donal Coleman, of 91 High St., com 
plained to board members Monday that any 
discussion of what the subcommittee had 
done was wrong because it may have been 
accomplished in an illegal meeting. He later 
threatened board members with legal action 
if they persisted in discussing the issue, 

“That report is illegal,” Mr, Coleman said. 

Selectman William Downs also voiced 
concern that the full board had not even dis 
cussed whether members wanted to offer 
Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski another 
contract, and that it was premature to dis 
cuss his salary, which other board members 
said they were prepared to do, 

“My opinion of now is that we are dis 
cussing the report right now in the open,” 
Chairman Silverman said, 

But Selectman Charles Wesson said that. 
to play it safe, the board should discuss only 
the evaluation Monday night, and delay dis 
cussion of the salary until a later date. 

Selectman James Barenboim, who along 
with Selectman Larry Larsen comprised the 
subcommittee, wanted to discuss at least the 
salary for the remainder of Mr. Stapezyns 
ki’s current contract, but ceded to the 
board’s wishes.

They are the consenus pick to win a 
third straight Merrimack Valley Con- 
ference Large School Division champi- 
onship. And why not? 

The 1994-95 Andover High boys var- 
sity basketball team returns four of 
five starters from a squad that went 14- 
1 en route to the league title, 17-3 dur- 
ing the regular season, and 18-4 overall 
including a 67-57 Hastern Mass. Divi- 
sion I North Tournament victory over 
James Perry and the Malden Catholic 
Lancers. 

“We've been very successful the past 
two years, and it’s only natural people 
see what we have coming back and 
expect it again,” said sixth-year head 
coach Dave Fazio. “We have a very 
strong nucleus, but it will be hard to 
replace that one key person we lost. 
Everyone is going to have to step up 
his game another notch and play at the 
next level.” 

The sorely-missed graduate is MVC 
Player-of-the-Year Kirk Stockwood, 
still a Warrior but now a freshman 
starter in the Merrimack College back- 
court. Last year Stockwood inherited 
the throne previously occupied by 
Mike Roberts, Sean Ryan and Matt Per- 
ry, a parade of sharpshooting back- 
court whiz kids that propelled the 
always-successful AHS hoop program 
to new heights. He upheld the tradi- 
tion, leading Andover with 388 points 
last winter including 53 three-point 
field goals and 109 free throws.He also 
had 229 points as a junior and 118 as a 
sophomore to finish his Andover High 
career with 735 points. 

Two other graduates from last 
year’s squad were Frank Paone 
(attending Fairfield University) and 
J.J. McCormick (Providence College), 
exceptional role players whose talents 
will also be missed. 

Everyone’s big game 

“Everyone will be gunning for us 
again this year,” said coach Fazio. 
“Andover is everyone's big game, 
whether we're talking about Dracut or 
Lowell. We’ve worked extremely hard 
the past five years to get to this point, 
and we have high expectations once 
again.” 

The Golden Warriors also have an 
unusually long time to prepare for this 
year’s opener. Andover will continue 
to practice and scrimmage for 28 days 
before they begin the campaign in 
earnest on Monday, Dec. 26 at the 
annual Greater Lawrence Christmas 
Festival. In a normal year the pre-sea- 
son lasts about 2 1/2 weeks, which is 
not enough time to get ready. But four 
weeks may be too much time. 

“It’s by far the latest any of my 
teams has ever started,” said coach 
Fazio, “It would be perfect next year, 
when we return to square one with a 
young and inexperienced team. 

“This year we have seven senior vet- 
" erans that are already tired of listening

to me at practice. No matter how many 
times you scrimmage, even if you play 
a zillion quarters of basketball, until 
you put on the jersey and play a game 
that counts, it just isn’t the same 

“On the plus side we'll have more 
plays and defenses than ever before in 
our repertoire by the season opener,” 
noted coach Fazio. “On the minus side, 
you never want to go into the Christ 
mas Tournament without at least one 
game under your belt. 

“That’s why last year’s opener 
against New Bedford, even though we 
lost it (75-64), did us a lot of good.” 

Andover’s XMas tourney lidlifter 
will be against archrival Methuen at 
6:30 p.m. at Merrimack College. It’s an 
interesting pairing because both teams 
will be looking to avenge key losses last 
season. The Golden Warriors nipped 
Methuen 61-60 in the 1993 Christmas 
Festival championship game, when a 
last-second shot by the Rangers 
bounced off the rim. But Methuen later 
turned the tables by ending Andover’s 
season last February, upsetting the 
locals 56-53 in overtime during the sec- 
ond round of the Division I North Sec- 
tional Tournament. 

“Last year we had a terrific season, 
but the tournament loss to Methuen 
left a bitter taste in everyone’s mouth,” 
said coach Fazio.*We're approaching 
this season with a different philosophy. 
Instead of setting goals to win the 
league, the Christmas Tournament and 
the State Tournament, our main thrust 
will be to play as hard as we can for 
every minute of every game. 

“We want 160 minutes of quality 
time every night. That’s five guys on 
the floor all playing hard for 32 min- 
utes. Five times 382 equals 160,” 
explained Fazio. “If we do that every- 
thing should fall into place. 

“There’s no extra pressure on these 
guys to prove anything. They’ve 
already been very successful and kept 
Andover as a top-quality program.” 
Personnel 

The impressive list of returning vet- 
erans is headed by senior captains Eric 
Danis, a 6-foot senior forward/guard, 
and Tom Tanin, a 6-foot guard. Danis, a 
skywalker who can leap through the 
roof, is on track to score 1,000 career 
points this winter. Danis poured 
through 335 points last year and 279 as 
a sophomore, giving him a varsity total 
of 614. That leaves him 386 shy of the 
milestone, and by averaging 20 points 
over a 20-game season he will join the 
exclusive 1,000 point club. 

It’s a reachable goal. But it’s also an 
individual quest that must not become 
a distraction to the team. 

Tanin has been the unsung hero 
playing in the shadow of his more-pub- 
licized mates, His value is measured by 
his versatility. He scores (299 points 
the last two years), helps Danis off the 
boards, sets up teammates with crisp 
passes and play tenacious defense.

He was arraigned 
in Lawrence District 
Court Tuesday and 
was being held this 
week at Middleton 
Jail pending arraign- 
ment on charges in 
other jurisdictions. 
He also faces charges 
in Haverhill, 
Chelmsford, 
Methuen and 
Nashua, N.H., for 
bank robberies in 
those towns. He was 
also charged on a 
Chelmsford larceny 
warrant and an 
Ipswich default war- 
rant for larceny, 

Mr. Dos Santos is 
accused of, and 
allegedly admitted, 
robbing a Shawmut 
Bank in Haverhill on 
Oct. 12; Shawmut 
Bank in Andover on 
Nov. 4; Fleet Bank in 
Chelmsford Nov. 16; 
First Essex Bank in 
Haverhill Nov, 28; an 
attempted robbery of 
First Bank of New 
Hampshire in 
Nashua, N.H., on 
Dec. 5; and Andover 
Bank on Route 28 in 
Methuen last Mon- 
day, Dec. 5. 

The “Bandaged 
Bandit,” a nickname 
the suspect earned 
because he wore 
gauze bandages 
apparently to hide 
his identity, had 
been in the Family 
Bank, at 77 Main St., 
with the intention to 
rob it 30 minutes 
before the Nov, 4 
Shawmut Bank rob- 
bery, according to 
Detective Donald 
Pattullo. 

“He said the rea- 
son he didn’t hit the 
Family Bank was 
because the teller 
was a nice lady,” 
Detective Pattullo 
said, 

Detectives have 
photos of him in the 
Family Bank half an 
hour’ before he 
robbed the Shawmut 
Bank, 

Police obtained 
the identity of the 
suspect after run- 


ning his picture in 
several Merrimack 
Valley newspapers 
last Friday. Police 
had the picture for a 
couple of weeks, but 
were afraid the sus- 
pect was not from 
this area and that 
running the photo 
would scare him off, 
But after last week’s 
robbery in Methuen, 
and still unable to 
identify the suspect 
through local con- 
tacts, all the depart- 
ments involved in 
the investigation 
decided to run the 
picture, 

Merrimack Police 
Chief James Flynn 
immediately recog- 
nized Mr. Dos Santos 
as someone he knew 
and who had 
coached soccer in 
that town, and called 
Andover police. 
Then several more 
calls came from the 
Merrimack area 
from which police 
were able to piece 
together a_ back- 
ground on Mr. Dos 
Santos, according to 
Detective Pattullo. 

One tip led Detec- 
tive Dave Grant and 
Gerald Mohan, spe- 
cial agent for the 
FBI, to Beverly Mon- 
day, where they 
learned that Mr, Dos 
Santos was living 
with a girlfriend in 
Peabody. 

They were joined 
by Detectives James 
Hagerty and Pattullo 
at the woman’s 
Peabody apartment 
at about 6 p.m., 
where they found 
Mr. Dos Santos’ van, 
the same one alleged- 
ly used in the 
Andover robbery, 
but nobody was 
home and the girl- 
friend's car was not 
there. So they waited 
for about an hour, 

“And lo and 
behold, they pulled 
in. And we pulled in 
about two seconds 
later,” Detective Pat- 
tullo said. 

“He didn't realize 
we were there until

The girlfriend and 
her 5-year-old daugh- 
ter were with him, 
He was arrested 
without incident, 
The girlfriend said 
she knew nothing 
about the robberies. 
She was not charged 
and detectives did 
not try to search her 
apartment. “He said 
he never told her 
about it,” Detective 
Pattullo said. 

“He admitted to 
Shawmut. He admit- 
ted to being in Fami- 
ly Bank,” Detective 
Pattullo said. “He's 
not denying any- 
thing.” 

The other towns 
involved in the 
investigation then 
came to the Andover 
police station Mon- 
day night and each 
took a statement 
from Mr. Dos Santos 
in which he alleged- 
ly admitted to each 
bank heist. “We 
were able to clear up 
all those robberies,” 
Detective Pattullo 
said Tuesday. “We 


didn’t get out of here 
until 2 o’clock this 
morning.” 

Mr. Dos Santos is 
originally from 
Buenos Aires, 
Argentina, and 
became a U.S. citizen 
in 1965. He is a self- 
employed graphic 
designer. He has 
been divorced twice, 
most recently last 
spring, and has been 
out of work, said 
detectives, Several 
callers told police 
that Mr. Dos Santos 
was a well-liked soc- 
cer coach, 

No weapon 

Mr. Dos Santos 
allegedly took a total 
of about $18,000 to 
$20,000 in all the rob- 
beries. He took about 
$3,900 in the 
Andover robbery, 
Detective Pattullo 
said. “He said he 
owed money to peo- 
ple and couldn’t fig- 
ure any other way to 
get it,” Detective Pat- 
tullo said. 

None of the mon- 
ey was recovered. 

In each robbery, 
Mr. Dos Santos 
handed a teller a 
note saying, “I’m 
desperate. Give me 
100’s, 50's, 20’s.” In

man by former School Superintendent 
Mark McQuillan, founder of the com 
mittee. Dr. McQuillan left town last 


summer to become superintendent of 


schools in Lincoln, and his leaving 
may have hindered the committee, 
according to Dr, Larsen, 

“His spark is missed,” Dr. Larsen 
said. 

Dr. McQuillan said last week that, 
had he stayed, the Community Action 
Committee (CAC) would have made a 
similar presentation to selectmen, 
would also have asked for the appoint- 
ment of a certain number of members, 
and was scheduled to get started in the 
fall. Dr. McQuillan said that with his 
leaving and Dick Neal coming in, he 
would not be surprised if the work on 
the CAC “may have been pushed back 
a bit.” 

But he put a lot into the group and 
very much wanted to see it continued, 
and was happy to hear it is still moving 
forward, 

“That's terrific. [f they’ve taken it to 
selectmen, that’s good. I think that 
makes it a town issue,” he said last 
week. “It’s really up to the community 
to take it and run with it.”

sive, and instead of doing one thing, 
started making big plans to deal with 
too many things, many of which might 
never see fruition, he said. 

For example, he said, it would be 
great to hire a social adjustment cool 
dinator for the schools, to take some ol 
that responsibility off the guidancs 
counselors.

Mr. Fahey said 
Positive steps 

Still, some members of the group 
have on their own taken some positive 
steps. 

Ellen Parker, assistant principal at 
Andover High School, started a peer 
mediation program that now has 32 
trained student mediators in the 
school. And Brenda O’Brien, health 
studies coordinator for the schools, is 
working to get training for teachers so 
peer mediation can start in the middle 
schools. Ruby Easton, guidance coun- 
selor at the High School, started an 
Outward Bound Program that did one 
trip last year. Two trips are planned for 
this year. 

The Samaritans are working with 
Mr. Fahey to get programs started 
here, and student Kate Brown wants to 
start a youth line. Unlike a hot line, 
which deals with larger issues and 
requires trained counselors, the youth 
line would give kids a chance to talk 
about relatively smaller, yet still 
important, problems, such as with 
money, dating or teachers. 

“There are some good things hap 
pening,” Mr. Fahey said.

+ Select a container strong enough to 
protect the contents during handling 
liberboard containers are generally strong 
enough to ship most mi rentals Your local 
post office offers packaging products 
designed for safe att sound delivery 

* Leave space inside the carton for cush 
ioning, The container should have enough 
space to hold the contents plus cushioning 
to prevent damage. Leak proof containers 
and mailing materials should be used if 
shipping liquids. Items which have an odor 
should be placed in a container which is 
impermeable to the contents 

* Prevent contents from shifting and 
absorbing shock by using good cushioning 
materials such as polystyrene, shredded or 
rolled newspapers, bubble plastic and 
fiberboard inserts. 

* Use reinforced tape DON'T use 
twine and cord; they tend to eateh and bind 
in mail processing equipment. 

* Mark the address and the ZIP Code 
clearly and make special markings to alert 
the Postal Service to packages that are 
fragile or should not bend. If you are ship 
ping framed photographs, it is a good idea 
to remove the glass and wrap it separately. 

+ Include a return address label inside 
the package prior to wrapping and sending,

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Tips for traveling with a turkey

you're planning to bring or send the 
bird and trimmings to a loved one’s 
home for a holiday meal, here are some 
food safety tips from the experts at the 
USDA’s Meat and Poultry Hotline: 

- A turkey can be cooked a day ahead 
of time and then taken to someone's 
house the next day, but not intact. Be 
sure to cook the turkey in an oven set no 
lower than 325 degrees F. Check to be 
sure the turkey has cooked completely 
to an internal temperature of 180 
degrees IF, Then let the turkey stand 20 
minutes, If stuffed, remove the stuffing, 
carve it into small pieces and place in 
shallow containers. Then cool in the 
refrigerator. Never refrigerate a whole 
cooked turkey. 

* When preparing to travel, pack the 
turkey and other perishable foods in an 
insulated cooler with a cold source such 
as ice or frozen gel packs. At your desti- 
nation, transfer the foods to a refrigera- 
tor and reheat in a 325 degree F oven or 
in a microwave oven until the foods 
reach an internal temperature of 165 
degrees or are steaming hot.

* Raw or cooked turkey must not be 
left unrefrigerated for a period longer 
than two hours 

* Do not attempt to partially cook 
meat and poultry ahead of time and 
then finish cooking at the destination 

- If ordering food by mail, ask the 
mail order company how the gift will be 
packaged. If it’s a perishable item like 
meat or poultry, it should be cold or 
frozen and packed with a cold source, 
and delivered as quickly as possible 
ideally, overnight. 

+ Complete holiday dinners are avail 
able trom restaurants, caterers and 
supermarkets. Pick up the food hot and 
keep it hot. Set oven temperature at 300 
degrees F or higher. Stuffing and side 
dishes must also stay hot or refrigerate. 
It’s not a good idea to try and keep foods 
hot longer than two hours, If your 
turkey is to be eaten later, remove stulf 
ing, carve the whole bird into smaller 
pieces, refrigerate. Buying a refrigerat 
ed, fully cooked, stuffed turkey is NOT 
recommended.

1/4 teaspoon salt 

1/2 teaspoon red food color 

1/2 cup crushed peppermint candy 

1/2 cup sugar 

1. Mix sugar, margarine, milk, egg, vanilla and 
peppermint extract thoroughly. Stir in flour, baking 
powder and salt. 

2, Divide dough in half. Tint 1 half with food color. 
Cover both parts dough and refrigerate at least 4 
hours. 

3. Heat the oven to 375°, 


4. For each cookie, roll 1 teaspoon of dough from 
each half back and forth on lightly floured surface 
into 4-inch rope. Place 1 red and 1 white rope side by 
side; press together lightly and twist. (For a smooth 
look, roll twisted ropes back and forth on surface sev- 
eral times.) Place on ungreased cookie sheet. Bend 
down top of cookie to form handle of cane. 

5. Bake 9 to 11 minutes or until set. 

Mix candy and sugar; immediately sprinkle over 
cookies. Remove from cookie sheet. 

Makes about 5 1/2 dozen cookies, 

“If using self-rising flour, omit baking powder and 
Salt. 

Note: Unbleached flour can be used in this recipe, 


Festive Cookie Wreaths: 

Substitute almond extract for the peppermint 
extract. Substitute green food color for the ved. Roll 
ropes on sugared surface.
